ceased because it Is cheaper and easier 
to breed them iti captivity. Formerly 
an importer of fine lions could cal- 
culate 03 setting.. 55,000 for a good 


i specimen, but today young lions bred 
' In captivity are almost a drug in the 
market. The only demand for import- 
ed lions is to beep up the stock of the 
breeding ones, or for very large, pow- 
erful creatures, for it Is noticeable that 
the tendency in the cage breeding is 
for tbe aniisala to degenerate in size 
and ferocity. 
Tigers do not take as 


ctnclly to cage life as lions, and thet 
do not breed so satisfactorily in cap- 
tivity, and considerable numbers are 
mported every year. 
Elephants do 


cot breed well in captiTity, not mors 
than two or three having he«n bred 
In this country, but the Importations 
of these animals are so large that tho 
prices obtained for them have dropped 
from $10,000 to from ?I,500 to $2,500 
each. 
Numerous as monkeys are in 


this country, they are not bred here, 
as they do not breed well in captivity. 
They are so easily 
obtained in tha 


country south of us, however, that 
prices obtained for them are merely 
nominal, and there is little danger o£ 
their immediate extinction. 
In their 


native countries they multiply so rap- 
idly that the supply always keeps well 
np to the demand. Among the high- 
priced animals of today are. the rhino- 
ceroses. They are quite scarce, and do 
not Dreed in captivity. There are prob- 
ably not more than half a dozen in 
number in this country; 
all were 


bought years ago at good round sums. 
Thus the full-growa 
one in Central 


park cost the department $7,000, and a 
similar sum was paid for the fins Af- 
rican =r~=i~ea In the 
Philadelphia 


zoo. The most .recent purchase ot a 
rhinoceros was the fun-grown one for 
Barnuai's circus, whlih cost the pro- 
prietors $7,250. The hippopotamus is 
another extremely rare and expensive 
creators, and the sales of thesa Af- 
rican products aro so fe-w that it is dif- 
ficult to quote a price for them. It is 
seldom that dealers have a good speci- 
men to-sell, and few private circuses 
could afford to give the prices that 
would be demanded. Tbe hippopotamus 
born in Central park ia the only in- 
stance of these animals breeding in 
this country. 
Had this baby hippo- 


potamus belonged to a private show it 
would have made a fortune for Its 
owners.—Scientific American.

While it is clearly to the advantage 


of the people of the United States to 
secure the largest possible exchange of 
products with their Spanish-American 
neighbors, it is not to their advantage 
to engage ia an effort to absorb Span- 
ish-American territory by conquest or 
otherwise, and no considerable portion 
of the American peoplefavor anything 
of the kind. Our venture in the Weat 
Indies was undertaken in the interest 
of oppressed humanity, but with our 
sister republics we have and: .can nave 
no quarrel. 


The interested agents of foreign 


trade are said to have busily fanned 
the flame of suspicion in those coun- 
tries lor the past year or two, and the 
desline of our exports in South and 
Central America indicates that this 
snti- Ametican propaganda has act 
beea without effect The first and su- 
preme effort of those representing the 
United States at Mexico should be to 
counteract the ilBpresBJon, aad this 
should be followed by a practical 
movement to create the conditions for 
increased trade with our neighbors. 
We should first assure our neighbors 
that the United States is not a nation 
of land grabbers and then we should 
establish sfeamship lines and furnish 
tbe practical conditions for an ex- 
change of our products for the coffee, 
sugar, hides, rubber aud and other 
Spanish-American products.,

ence between the chief commercial 
representatives of the principal Araer- 
icanplepuhlics will be the best possi- 
ble means of promoting the better 
commercial relations, . and a better 
place than the City of Mexico could 
not be chosen in •which to hold it.

The city council met last night with 


president Eowlands in the chair and 
all members present except Mr. Rob- 
bins, of the Second ward, who is quite 
ill, and Mr. Potter, of Third ward. 


.Minutes of last meeting were read 


and approved. 


33. L. Hainea and L. H. Kibby -were 


granted permission to move to move 
two buildings. 


Potest against the proposed vacation 


of Griebling's alley was read and the 
solicitor stated the alley was parallel 
with and only fifteen feet, from Elm 
street and should be vacated. The 
protest was referred to the solicitor. 


Brice avenue property owners, (Ma- 


piewoocl Place), petitioned to have 
their thoroughfare paved with asphalt. 
•Referred to the engineer, paving com- 
mittee and solicitor. 


The street commissioner -was in- 


structed tc repair a walk at High and 
•Sugar streets. 


Mayor Prophet reported having re- 


ceived $270.70 for fines and licenses 
during the past month. 


The flre committee recommended 


•that Prank Devoe be appointed as a 
regularmeajber of the fire department, 
effective April 1, and further recom- 
mended that John L. Gagia be .ap- 
pointed a member of the department, 
to serve without pay, temporarily. 
The report was adopted.

The Ike committee recommended the 


purchase of a combination lire depart- 
ment chemical and hose wagon fioai 
the Seagrove Co. of Columbus, 0, at a 
cost of §1,600. 


Attorney Half hill, addressed the 


council in behalf of a representative 
of the C..T. Holloway Co. of Balti- 
more, stating that the company was 
willing to furnish a similar apparatus 
for $1,500. 


Mr. McDonald said that the Hallo- 


way people had asked $2,300 for their 
wagon before the bid of the Columbus 
firm was made public. 
He stated 


further that the 
committee could 


go to Columbus and inspect the ma- 
terial while the wagon was under con- 
struction at the expense of the build- 
ers. If the Baltimore firm was pat- 
ronized the council would not know 
what kind of material it was getting. 


The matter was discussed pro and 


con for about half an hour, during 
•which time, Mr. Johnson, representing 
the Columbus firm, addressed the 
council, stating that his. company 
would furnish a first-class apparatus 
and did not expect to mafee any great 
profit on the sale, bnt hoped to gain a 
reputation for the new style combina- 
tion wagon and its makers. 


The report of thefire committee was 


jSnaliy adopted, all voting yea except 
Messrs. Koch and Reichelderfer. 


A resolution awarding the contrast 


to the Columbus firm-was then passed. 


Resolution to construct sidewalks 


on south Metcalf street was passed. 


.An ordinance to prohibit the opera- 


tion of slaughter houses in the city 
was given its first reading and ilr. 
Koch stated that it should be thor- 
oughly considered before being passed 
for it involves thousands of dollars1 


worth of property. 


Mr. Uhl, of Shawnee street, ad- 


dressed the council advocating the 
passage of the ordinance. The mat- 
ter was left in charge of the special 
committee, to which it was referred a 
week ago, and the committee was in- 
structed to bear both sides of the mat- 
ter at its meeting.

ordinance returned by the committee 
had been prepared under the direction 
of the solicitor and. in his own office 
and had simply been amended by the 
special committee. 


Mr. Sbannahan moved to strike out 


section 10 of the original ordinance, 
making it in respect to that clause the 
same as the copy returned by the com- 
mittee. 


The solicitor claimed that section 10 


should not be eliminated, for the rea- 
son that It retained to the city certain 
powers for regulating the operation of 
the telephone system, should such 
regulation become necessary. 


D. J. Gable, of the Lima Telephone 


Co., claimed that the clause advocated 
by the solicitor -was unfair and' was 
one that could not he accepted by the 
company. Ee said that while quite a 
number of Lima citizens had stock in 
the company, those who were outside 
of Lima were willing to pxit their 
money under the ground somewhere 
other than Lima. He said that the 
matter was one of great importance to 
Lima but that if the company could 
not be treated fairly, it could retire 
gracefully and leave its wires on the 
poles. 


Mr. Parmenter declared that after 


he had met and agreed with the 
solicitor upon an ordinance of a con- 
struction 
that they would jointly 


recommend to the committee, the 
solicitor, without bis knowledge, added 
the sections following section 9. 
He 


declared that the company was not 
proposing to put its money into Lima 
"for the purpose of being held up for 
campaign purposes and a re-election. 
We are here for business and not for 
votes." 
• Mr. Henderson defended his action 
by declaring that the clauses -were 
added to the ordinance with 
the 


knowledge of Sir. Shannahan, a mem- 
ber of ibe special committee, and be 
believed that nothing unjust had been 
inserted in the measure. 
He said he 


had treated Mr. Parmenter fairly. 


Mr. Cable said that the proposition 


of the solicitor was of such nature 
that the company did not- care to ac- 
cept and he asked permission to with- 
draw the ordinance and continue to 
operate under the old over-head -wire 
system. 


The solicitor then declared that the 


company had no control over the or- 
dinance. 


Sir. Koch then amended the motion 


made by Mr. Shannahan and moved to 
grant Mr. Cable's request. He said 
the solicitor had made his nice little 
speech because he thought it would 
have its effect on the outside. 


Mr. Davis said that the solicitor was 


the city's legal adviser and that he 
could not be too careful or rigid in 
protecting the city. 


Mr. McClurg wanted the wires put 


underground while the opportunity 
presented itself and as the company 
was a party to the contract it could 
not be forced to accept something 
that it considered unfair and unrea- 
sonable. 
He desired more time to 


consider the matter and offered a mo- 
tion that when the council adjourn it 
adjourn to meet next Friday night. 
This was lost. 


Mr. Koch's amendment was lost and 


the motion of Mr. Shannahan, to 
strike out section 10 of the ordinance 
was carried by a vote of S yeas and 4 


j nays. 


Mr. McDonald then moved toamend 


section 11 relative to the term of the 
franchise of 20 years with overhead 
wires to 25 years, with underground 
wires. Sir. McDonald said he could 
not see -why it would not be better to 
extend the ordinance five years than 
to leave it at 20 years •with • the old 
system of overhead wires. liefore a 
vote was taken however he- withdrew 
the proposed amendment and moved 
to amend the section by simply strik- 
ing out the words "amendatory to" 
which would couple the new franchise 
with the old. This was adopted and 
then an effort was made to have the 
ordinance passed "without 
further 


amendment but Mr. Parmenter said 
the company could not accept it with 
out the five years extension. 
This 


amendment was then adopted and a 
motion to suspend the rules and place 
the ordinance on its passage -was pass- 
ed. The vote on the new ordinance 
was then taken and the franchise was 
granted, all members voting yea ex- 
cept Messrs. M'elker, Da-vis, ilcClurg 
ano!

Cape Town, Africa, lias among otuer 


novelties a prison containing about 
1,000 prisoners, •where almost every 
nation o£ the earth 
is represented. 


There are American miners: and sons 
of the English 
aristocracy, 
French, 


Italians, Russians arid Hebrews. A 
great many of the prisoners are serv- 
ing political sentences. Most of these 
prisoners are employed in building 
forts ana fortifications. 
The hillside 


overlooking the city or cape Town is 
a veritable Gibraltar. Tier tipoa tier 
of, modern guns have been placed Here 
by the government, and the work has 
nearly all boen done by the convicts. 
The convicts who are not employed on 
public works are hired out to farmers. 
Farmers of §outu Africa much prefer 
convict labor to that of the natives, be- 
cause the convicts do not. have an'op- 
portunity to become intoxicated. Be- 
side beins provided with food and luei, 
each convict is paid for at the rate ot 
36 to CO cents a day. The government 
'urnishes guards to prevent criminals 
from escaping from their employers. 
All prisoners are divided, into three 
classes, 
accordisg to the length ot 


their terms aad their behavior. Those 
lino'wn as the first class are distin- 
guished by a black band around their 
hats. When they first enter the prison 
they are thus marked and remain so 
for three months. If tcey behave they 
are then, put into the probation class 
. and marked ivith a yellow ribbon. Here 
they remain lor eight months. II they 
continue to behave well they are trans- 
ferred to the good-conduct class and 
marked with a r«d band. In this class 
they remain until their sentence has 
expired. 
There are no paroles. The 


classes are not permitted to mis, but 
each class has an opportunity 
after 


working hours for social intercourse 
among its own members. 
All prison- 


ers ore housed in xvards, none being 
confined in cells. Prisoners are kindly 
treated as long as they behave them- 
selves. 
Dungeons are never used as 


punitive agencies, aad only now and 
then is solitary confinement resorted 
to. 
Caning and Hogging are some- 


times found necessary, but no prison 
ofijc-ial is allowed to inflict eitner ot 
these. They must be imposed ny a 
magistrate, who visits the prison once 
a week. Among the prisoners in Capo 
Town jail v,'ho have attracted special 
attention recently was a young native, 
educated at Oxford, who headed his 
father's tribe against an insurrection 
against the British authority. 
He was 


eajitiired and sentenced to fifteen j'ears 
in this prison. At the end oi Jive years 
lie "was liberated and immediately re- 
turned to his tribe. Another prisoner 
went to Cape Town as a missionary 
and secretary of the 1 o_ng Men's 
Christian association, Tvhio.li annually 
handled immense sums ot money. He 
becanie secretary of the Cape 
Tov?n 


Building and Loan association 
and 


manipulated the books so that he was 
enabled to ste.il S1S3.000 before being 
caught.
